i'lr.  Chainnan,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1962, 

Deaths  showed  an  increase  of  six  con^ared  with  the 
previous  year,  and  births  were  increased  by  fifteen.  The  adverse  balance 
of  deaths  over  biths  continued.  The  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
increased  by  30,  a small  step  towards  the  restoration  of  the  loss  recorded 
in  1961,  Heart  disease,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nerv^ous  system  and 
cancer,  in  that  order,  were  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  causes  of  death. 

No  stillbirths  and  no  infant  deaths  were  recorded. 

The  district  was  affected  to  sane  extent  by  the  rush  for 
vaccination  against  smallpox  occasioned  by  outbreaks  of  this  disease  in 
England  and  Yi/ales,  but  no  case  occurred  in  the  district. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  veiy  low. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  and  none  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified.  Vaccination 
by  the  oral  route  against  the  latter  disease  v^as  introduced  during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  reported  on  the  sewerage  and 
sevi^age  disposal  arrangements  in  the  district,  and  investigations  into  the 
practicability  of  the  use  of  a sub-marine  pipeline  from  the  existing  outfall, 
a comparatively  new  method  of  disposal  for  this  country,  were  put  in  hand. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  Ivir,  Durston,  the  Council’s  Publio 
Health  Injector,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  in  all  aspects 
of  our  work  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council's  other 
Departments  have  continued  their  vdlling  co-operation.  I am  grateful  to  the 
General  Practitioners  of  the  District  for  their  continued  co-operation. 

Once  again,  it  is  a pleasure  to  express  ray  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  encouragement  I have  received  from  the  Council  and,  in  particular, 
from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,

Area  (in  acres)  4,294.  The  Urban  District  of  Bude/Stratton  is  partly  a 
health  and  seaside  resort  and  partly  agricioltural  in  character.  It  is 
boianded  at  its  western  extremity  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  the  coast-line  in 
this  particular  part  of  north  Cornwall  running  almos-t  due  north  and  south, 

\7hilst  the  hinterland  is  undulating  and  hilly  in  character,  contoxar 
heights  seldom  rise  above  500  feet  and  this  no  doubt  is  in  part  the 
explanation  for  the  exceedingly  moderate  rainfall  figures  (average  annual 
rainfall  for  20  years  33.74-")  > which  in  view  of  exposinre  to  the  prevailing 
south  westerly  winds,  might  be  expected  to  be  considerably  higher. 

Population  - The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1962  to  be  4? 940  compared  with  4s 910  in  the  previous  year.  In 
1962  there  were  75  births  and  91  deaths,  I6  more  deaths  than  births. 

Deaths  - The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
was  91  compared  with  65  in  I96I0  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the  mid- 
year population  was  18,42  compared  with  17.31  in  the  previous  year.  The 
following  table  has  been  compiled  for  comparison  with  previous  years  :

difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  popxilations.  This  is 
done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "Area 
Comparability  Factor"  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
0,72  for  this  District. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  13.26  v/hich  may  be

Births  - The  nimber  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District  was  75  compared 
TTith  60  in  1961,  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  15,18. 

When  the  Registrar  General's  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (l,ll)  is 
applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  of  16,84  for  this  District 
compared  with  18.0  (provisional)  for  England  and  Wales.

General  medical  services  lander  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  in 
the  district,  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  ?irhom  \jndertake  maternity 
medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I Health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

author! -ty  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  1946 p and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district 

(a)  Kidwifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Nurse-midwives  are  pirovided  to 
attend  geinn-al  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  Ihe  home, 

(b)  Health  Visiting.  The  nurse  midwives  act  also  as  health 
visitors  and  with  special  training  in  the  case  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health 
matters  in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as 
school  nurses, 

(c)  Child  Welfare  Centre,  A fortnightly  Child  'Welfare  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  chiildm  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  at  the  Castle,  Bude, 

{e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  sraallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
Y/hooping  cough  are  provided  at  the  Child  Yuelfare  Clinic  or 
by  the  s'opply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Regular 
sessions  are  held  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

(f)  Home  Help  Service,  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a charge  being 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person 
concerned, 

(g)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  anbulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  c ases  is  provided.  For 
sitting  cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used,  When 
appropriate,  some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service,  a voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration 
of  the  service  is  carried  out  from  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin, 
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(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the 
care  and  after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses 
are  available  to  assist  in  the  home  treatment  of  such  persons 
vdien  required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain 
special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types  of

(j)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Coimcil  has  certain  responsibilities 
in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill-health  and 
mental  deficiency^  with  the  provision  of  statutory  supervision, 
etc,  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  community,  and  with 
the  provision  of  after-care  following  treatment  for  mental 
illness.

It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision 
of  temporary  accommodation  in  certain  circumstances  for  persons 
in  urgent  need  thereof.  The  Welfare  Officer  for  the  District 
Y/orks  from  the  Health  Area  Office,  Launceston. 

Hospital  Services. 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital 
authority  for  the  Area. 

Stratton  Cottage  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient 
facilities  in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in 
Pl3mouth  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the 
Scott  Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didworthy 
or  Tehidy  Sanatoria,  Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St.

The  Chest  Clinic 
is  held  at  Stratton  Hospital.  iai  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and 
pre-school  children  is  held  periodically  at  the  Castle,  Bade.  A 
Specialist  iinte-Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each 
week.

WATER  SUPH-T'RSe  The  araoxint  of  water  available  for  supply  to  those 
parts  of  the  District  which  are  supplied  by  the  Council's  Water 
Undertaking  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  Difficxilties  in  the  peak 
periods  of  draw-off  in  respect  of  filtration,  storage  and  distribution, 
continue  to  be  experienced.  However,  the  use  of  the  Leigh  and  Hillhead 
storage  reservoirs,  together  with  the  addition  of  a supplementary  electric 
booster  at  Stratton,  have  helped  to  reduce  these  difficulties  to  a 
minimum,  and  made  some  improvements  to  the  higher  levels  of  Poughill. 

The  scheme  for  the  Inch's  Shop  vfater  extension  at  Poughill, 
which  was  outlined  in  the  report  for  1961,  has  not  yet  been  started. 

This  scheme  will  undoubtedly  obviate  fluctuating  and  inadequate  supplies 
in  this  part  of  the  District,  and,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  at  some  future  date 
provide  a main  sixpply  to  the  Bush  area,  xyhich  at  present  is  dependent  on 
very  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  local  sources.  It  is  understood  that  the 
design  for  the  scheme  is  in  an  advanced  state,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
its  practical  application  will  be  accomplished  at  an  early  date. 

l(/hilst  the  annual  rainfall  figure  was  somev/hat  belo'w  the 
average  (27.73") > "the  amoxmt  of  precipitation  during  the  sxmmer  was 
relatively  high,  the  figures  for  June,  July  and  August  being  0.46", 

3.02"  and  2.30"  respectively,  as  compared  with  Oo96'',  I.46*'  and  3»02"  for 
the  same  months  in  I96I,  during  which  year  itself  the  summer  months  were 
comparatively  wet.  This  factor,  no  doubt,  helped  to  minimise  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  drier  years. 

A table  of  the  results  of  bacteriological  analyses  of  the 
water  is  appended.  The  overall  pictxire  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
quite  as  satisfactory.  When  unsatisfactory  results  have  been  returned, 
these  have  been  passed  to  the  Water  lingineer  for  a djustments  at  the 
filter  and  chlorination  plant.

DISPOSAL 

Once  aga±n.  there  are  no  changes  to  report  in  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  arrangements  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  ;year.  The 
firm  of  consultant  engineers  retained  by  the  Coxmcil  to  investigate  the 
shortcomings  of  the  existing  facilities  continues  its  work,  and  las 
produced  an  interim  report  containing  two  alternative  suggestions.  The 
first  involves  the  re-direction  of  the  sewerage  of  the  District  to  a 
proposed  nev/  treatment  works.  Here  a difficulty  has  arisen  over  a suitable 
site  for  the  nev/  treatment  works,  and  Hele  Bridge  has  been  suggested  as 
possibly  the  only  suitable  site.  This  suggestion  v/ould  undoubtedly  be  the 
more  expensive  to  put  into  practice. 

The  second  suggestion,  which  the  Council  favour  if  it  can  be 
shown  to  be  a practicable  proposition, is  to  lay  a sub-marine  pipe  line 
from  the  existing  outfall  to  a point  some  one  mile  distant  from  the 
coastline.  The  consultant  engineers,  on  the  instructions  of  the  Council, 
have  engaged  the  services  of  a firm  of  manine  engineers  to  investigate 
and  advise  upon  the  practicability  of  this  proposal,  and  extensive  research 
is  taking  place  at  the  time  of  writing  the  report. 

With  regard  to  the  sewage  disposal  vrarks  at  Stratton,  the 
consuiltant  engineers  confirmed  the  viev\rs,  expressed  by  the  Council's 
Surveyor,  that  no  inprovements  to  the  existing  facilities  could  be  expected 
to  produce  a satisfactory  effluent.  Here  again  two  alternatives  were 
suggested.  The  first  involved  the  construction  of  entirely  new  works  on  a 
nev/  site,  which  vrould  involve  considerable  capital  expenditure;  the  second 
suggested  the  connection  of  the  Stratton  sewerage  to  the  main  Bude  system, 
which  v/ould  doubtless  be  less  expensive  in  the  long  term.  It  is  assumed  that 
no  decision  will  be  made  an  to  which  alternative  is  to  be  adopted  until  the 
final  report  of  the  marine  engineers  as  to  the  feasibility  of  a marine 
pipe-line  is  received.  If  this  were  practicable  it  would  appear  that  the 
connection  of  the  Stratton  sewerage  to  the  Bude  system  v/ould  be  the  more 
expeditious. 


A report  on  this  subject  would  be  incomplete  without  a mention 
of  the  situation  in  the  Boundfield/Htamford  liill  area  of  Stratton,  Here 
development  continues  steadily,  and  v/hilst  it  has  been  possible  to  connect 
some  properties  to  the  main  sewerage,  this  has  not  by  any  means  been  the  case 
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invariably.  Each  year  more  dwellings  drained  to  s^tio  tanks  are  added,  and 
the  situation  is  that  what  might  be  described  as  a small  village  is  developing, 
about  half  of  the  properties  within  which  have  private  sewage  disposal 
arrangements.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  find  it  possible  in  the 
very  near  future  to  approve  a scheme  f or  the  sewerage  of  this  particular*  area. 

KhiTOTION  OF  Dil-IAG-E  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  Council  has  retained  the  services  of  a trained  Rodent  Operator, 
who  is  engaged  for  most  of  the  year  on  a four  day  week,  aid  at  busy  periods 
for  a five  day  weeko  The  District  remains  relatively  free  from  infestation, 
but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  maintain  the  degree  of  survey  v\rork  which  was 
carried  out  formerly.  As  a consequence,  infestations  are  often  well 
established  before  they  come  'bo  the  notice  of  the  Department. 

MQAOiABIE  Dl;rHJU.NGS 

CARAVAN  -SITES  AliD  CONTROL  OR  DSVEr.OFIVjENT  ACT,  1960. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  District  the  following  licensed 

sites 

(a)  A small  holiday  site  for  4 caravans  at  Bush. 

(b)  A holiday  site  for  30  caravans  and  75  tents  at  Lynstone  Farm. 

(c)  A residential  site  for  15  caravans  at  Maer  Farm. 

(d)  A holiday  site  for  185  car3.vans  at  Grenville  Gate, 

Of  these  sites,  all  but  the  first  are  provided  v>d.th  flush 
sanitation  and  main  water  supply.  The  first,  being  a very  small  site, 
in  a coirqjaratively  isolated  area,  the  existing  chemical  closets  were 
considered  sufficient.  All  the  other  sites  now  comply  Yd.th  the  Ministry's 
liodel  Standards,  as  the  site  for  29  caravans  at  Maer  Farm,  which  had 
inadequate  sanitary  facilities  and  which  was  drained  to  a cesspit,  fell 
into  disuse  due  to  the  sale  of  the  land. 

The  Operators  of  licensed  sites  have  remained  extremely 
co-operative,  and  standards  of  cleanliness  have  remained  high.  Refuse 
is  collected  by  the  Council'' s refuse  lorry,  at  the  times  of  collection 
normal  to  the  areas  of  the  respective  sites.  In  addition,  the  sites  haare 
facilities  for  burning  combustible  refuse. 

Th-e  number  of  casual  campers  on  road- side  verges  and  the  like 
was  very  anall,  partly  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  increased  facilities  for  proper 
camping,  and  partly  to  the  wetness  of  the  stimmer.  As  a resiolt,  very  few 
nuisances  arising  from  this  type  of  occupation  v/ere  encountered. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Cornwrall  Coimty  Council  control  most  of  the  roads  in  the 
District,  but  the  vrork  of  street  cleansing  is  carried  out  mainly  by  the 
staff  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

The  method  of  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  continued, 
and  the  present  tip  at  Tiscott  Wood  spears  to  have  ample  capacity  for  some 
time  to  come.  The  use  of  partial  incineration  has  again  been  fomd 
useful  in  the  reduction  of  combustible  refuse.  The  incinerator  is  sited  on 
the  Coiincil's  property  at  the  Wharf,  Bude, 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  acquired  a new  Shelvoke  & 

Dre'VTry  *’TVf*  type,  I6/I8  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipper,  powered  by  a 
Perkins  Six  305  diesel  engine, incorporating  a S & D patented  powerpress, 
and  air  operated  hygienic  loading  shutters.  It  is  hoped  that  the  increased 
capacity  of  the  nev/  vehicle  over  the  old,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
diesel  powered,  will  effect  a considerable  saving  in  refuse  collection. 
Certainly  the  advantages  of  the  dust less  loading  have  already  become  apparent,

HOUSING- 

During  the  year  no  Council  houses  were  erected.  This  means 
that  no  major  schemes  of  slum  clearance  were  carried  out,  although 
individual  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with,  and  tenants  rehoused,  as  and 
alternative  accommodation  became  available. 

The  number  of  private  houses  built  during  tlie  year  was 
slightly  lov/er  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  more  v/ere  in  course  of  erection 
at  t he  end  of  the  year.  Comparative  figures  are

The  review  of  tlie  Tovm  Development  map  was  completed  during 
the  year,  and  many  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Council  were  not  included. 

The  areas  left  by  the  County  Planning  Authority  were  either  already  largely 
developed,  in  private  owriership  and  difficult  to  obtain  at  an  economic  figure. 
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or  large  areas  ■which  ■would  involve  considerable  capital,  expendi'tuie  in 
development  of  ser'vices,  before  any  return  was  obtained.  As  a result 
only  piecemeal  development  has  been  possible,  and  if  the  scale  is  to  be 
increased  it  would  appear  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  "the  Council  to 
acquire  land,  develop  the  services,  and  sell  to  biiilders  as  required, 
since  no  local  firm  appears  to  be  c apable  of  the  initial  capital  outlay. 
In  fact  the  Council  has  already  made  approaches  v/ith  a view  to  securing 
land  for  development,  so  far  "without  success.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations . 

Inspections  and  advisory  visits  to  food  premises  form  an 
important  part  of  the  work  of  -the  Department,  in  an  area  whose  main 
industry"  is  the  tourist  industry.  V/hilst  the  vdlling  co-operation  of 
nearly  all  management  staffs  has  been  secured,  in  producing  and  maintaining 
hygienic  standards,  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  trade  presents  very  real 
difficulties.  In  spite  of  these,  however,  vd.th  very  few  exceptions,  good 
standards  have  been  maintained,  and  verbal  and  informal  comment  have  been 
sufficient.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  transient  nature  of  the  employment 
of c atering  staffs  makes  any  effort  at  health  education  extremely  difficult. 
Due  to  the  pressure  of  business  during  the  holiday  season,  any  lectures 
or  film  shows  wo'uld  have  to  be  arranged  for  the  winter  months.  At  that 
time  of  the  year,  however,  those  affected  are  engaged  in  othe^?Vork,  or  have 
left  the  District,  end  are  therefore  not  available  or  have  lost  interest. 

Meat  Ins'pection. 

The  slaughterhouse  adjacent  to  the  Goods  Sidings  at  Bude  Railway 
Station,  leased  and  operated  by  the  Bude  Wholesale  Meat  Company,  remains 
the  only  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District.  This  fact  greatly 
facilitates  the  efficient  performance  of  meat  inspection  and  general 
supervision.  At  the  same  time,  the  throughput  shows  a progressive  increase. 
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not  only  in  the  member  of  animals j but  also  in  those  types  requiring  more 
detailed  and  careful  inspection.  It  vd.ll  be  noted  from  the  figures  given 
below  that,  whilst  the  number  of  bovines  remained  approximately  the  same  as 
for  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  sheep  fell  off,  and  the  nimiber  of  pigs 
more  than  doubled.  Consequently,  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  meat 
inspection  again  increased,  and  again  a greater  proportion  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector's  time  was  involved,  although  much  of  the  inspection 
involved  was  performed  at  weekends  and  outside  normal  v/orking  hours.  It 
would  appear  that  mew  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  may  be  expected  during 
1963*  As  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  the  information  available,  this  will 
mean  more  detailed  inspection  of  all  animals,  and  the  presence  of  the 
inspector  at  the  tiiie  of  slaughter.  It  vdll  thus  be  impossible  for  one 
inspector  to  c arry  out  the  detailed  inspection  required,  and  continue  to 
perform  the  other  duties  of  the  office  effectively.  The  matter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Council  in  November, 
1962,  when  it  was  agreed,  in  principle  that  another  inspector  should  be 
engaged  at  the  appropjriate  time.

Table  V indicates  no  tuberculosis  in  cattle  other  than 
cov/s,  and  a continued,  low  incidence  in  cows,  in  spite  of  the  increased 
numbers.  This  si’bua'cion  is  satisfactory,  and  ind.:icates  the  effectiveness 
of  the  measures  adopted,  to  eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis.  In  fact,  only 
one  case  of  tuberculosis  in  cows  was  discovered,  vi/hich  resulted  in  total 
condermation.  This  was  a knov/n  reactor.  The  position  with  regard  to  the 
disease  in  pigs  showed  a decrease,  t-^/o  animals  being  totally  condeimied  for 
a generalised  conditionr,  The  number  of  cows  totally  condemned  for  other 
diseases  showed  an  increase;  this  is  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that  many 
older  animals  are  now  accepted  for  the  boning  trade.  The  number  of  cows 
of  which  parts  were  condemned  remained  relatively  the  same.  There  was  one 
•total  condemnation  in  cattle  other  than  cows,  as  compared  v^ith  nil  in  the 
previous  year,  but  the  number  of  parts  condemned  shovred  a considerable 
decrease.  The  figu.re.s  for  sheep  and  p.igs  in  th.is  category  remained 
relatively  much  the  same,  Tiie  number  of  calves  totally  condemned  for 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  shovired  a relative  increase,  partly  due 
to  the  higher  nvimbers  slaughtered,  but  in  no  case  was  tubercilLosis  found. 
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The  incidence  of  cysticercus  bovis  in  co’vvs  showed  a decrease, 
but  in  cattle  other  than  cows  remained  much  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  The  Bude  Slaughterhouse  nov/  possesses  a deep  freeze  room,  so 
that  cases  can  be  -treated  locally,  which  is  a decided  advantage  from  the 
point  of  view  of  supervision.  All  cases  found  were  localised,  and  -treated 
at  the  Bude  slaughterhouse. 


Disposal  of  condemned  meat  and  other  foods. 

Condemned  meat,  both  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  butchers’ 
shops,  is  removed  by  a contractor,  v/ho  sterilises  and  processes  it,  and 
coiverts  it  into  animal  feeding  stuffs. 

Tinned  and  similar  goods  ax-e  taken  to  the  Council's  refuse  tip 
and  buried. 

Ice-cream  (Heat  'Treat ment)  Regulations,  1959. 

There  ar^e  Z[.0  ice-cream  dealers  in  the  District  whose  premises 
are  registered.  Of  these  32  retail  the  product,  and  8 do  not  at  -the  moment. 
There  are  no  manufacturer-retailers  in  the  District,  all  the  ice-cream  on 
retail  sale  being  the  products  of  the  multiple  manufacturers.  Cn  sampling, 
the  -wrapped  variety  has  maintained  a high  standard  throughout,  but  trouble 
has  again  been  experienced  vm.th  the  bulk  loose  type.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  season,  many  samples  of  this  type  of  the  product  produced  unsatisfactory 
results,  necessitating  inspection  and  advisory  -visits,  and  repetition  of 
sanpling.  Ultimately,  completely  satisfactory  results  were  obtained,  once 
a satisfactory  routine  of  handling  and  sterilisation  of  utensils  had  been 
established. 


The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  season  was  again  high, 
and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  v/as  necessary  to  concentrate  on  the  less 
satisf ac-tnr;^'’  traders  in  general,  the  table  appended  belovi/-  can  be  regarded 
as  reasonably  satisfactory.

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  : - Smallpox,  Cholera, 

Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  iirysipelas.  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhus  Fever, 

Typhoid  Fever,  Paratyphoid  Fever,  Relapsing  fever,  Plague,  Poliomyelitis, 
TubeisiiLosis,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 

Acute  primary  pneumonia.  Acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  whooping  cough. 

Measles,  Acute  encephalitis,  Meningococcal  infection.  Anthrax  and  Food 
Poisoning „ 

In  cases  of  infectious  disease,  preliminary  investigations  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  when  advice  is  given  regarding 
current  disinfection,  segregation  of  contacts,  etc.  Terminal  disinfection, 
when  necessary,  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector, 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  III. 

Snail  pox  - No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  Tirhich 
241  primary  vaccinations  and  3^3  re-vaccinations  were  carried  out^ 

This  unusually  large  number  of  vaccinations  was  due  for  the  most 
part  to  public  demand  for  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  of  adxlLts  and  older 
children,  which  arose  out  of  smallpox  outbreaks  in  England  and  Wales  following 
the  in^jortation  of  the  disease  into  the  country  by  travellers  by  air  from 
Karachi,  a danger  of  air  travel  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  previous 
annual  reports.  The  actual  number  of  infant  vaccinations  during  the  year 
was  12, 

Diphtheria  - No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  which  ^4  children 
received  a complete  course  of  primary  immunisation  against  the  disease, 
the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being 
used  in  almost  all  instances. 

Measles  - 5 oases  of  this  infection  were  notified  during  the  year, 
whooping.  Cough  - No  cases  were  notified  in  1962. 

Scarlet  fever  - One  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  in  July.  The  infection 
was  mild  and  hospital  admission  was  not  necessary. 

Poliomye 1 it is  - No  c ases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  the  disease  continued,  the  use  of  oral  vaccine 
being  introduced  early  in  the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  vaccination 
by  this  method  had  virtually  replaced  vaccination  by  injection. 
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During  the  year,  88  persons  received  a complete  course  of  oral 
vaccination,  while  a further  70  received  booster  doses  of  oral  vaccine 
follov/ing  previous  courses  of  two  or  three  injections  of  Salk  vaccine. 
113  persons  received  ccsnplete  courses  of  primary  vaccination  or  booster 
doses  by  injection. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  I58I  persons  in  the  Urban  District  had 
received  a primary  course  of  vaccination  gainst  poliomyelitis  since  the 
beginning  of  the  scheme  in  1956. 

Food  Poisoning  - No  cases  were  notified  during  I962.

QTIPiR  DISFASES 


Cancer  of  the  Lung 

Daririg  1962,  there  were  four  male  and  nine  fonale  deaths  from  all 
forms  of  cancer,  but  no  deaths  from  c ancer  of  the  lung/^ere  recorded.  The 
total  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  the  Urban  District  since  1949  remains  at 
19  male  and  seven  female  deaths.  During  the  same  period,  there  have  been 
79  male  and  89  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer.
